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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Japan on 7/19/2002. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified copy of 
the Japan 2002-210920 application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: in the abstract, 
"resistor" on line 2 should be changed to --register--. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lu (US 
2002/0000858 Al). 

With respect to claims 1-3, Figure 3 of the Lu reference discloses a flip-flop which 
includes: a first switching element (312), data input terminal (Din), a first inverter (the inverter 
inside block 302 which has its output directly connected to node 314), a second switching 
element (318), a second inverter (the inverter inside block 304 has its output directly connected 
to node Qout), and an output terminal (Qout), a first MOS transistor (306), and a second MOS 
transistor (308). Note Figure 3 shows that the first switching element (312) includes a first 
NMOS transistor (312) receiving a first control signal (CLKiB), and the second switching 
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element (318) includes a second NMOS transistor (318) receiving a second control signal 
(CLKi).
